WHS NO WEDDING 


Clergyman Opposed to 


: Divorce 


, June 11.—Erodle L. 


Duke, one of the tobacco-magnates .of 
the country, 'c^rhe quietly to Washing- 
ton yesterday.-, to negotiate his lourtn 
marriage, buVafter carefully laid plans 
for the ceremony ho ran- afoul or. 
a 
Presbyterian 'clergyman's aversion 
to 


divorce. Mr. Duke had planned to be 
married at 4 o'clock yesterday after-_ 
noon to Miss Wylanta Hoschollc, of 
Durham, N. C.,'where are situated his 
tobacco interests and his magnificent 
estate. The Rev.-Donald-C, MacLeod, 
pastor o£ tho First Presbyterian church, 
had agreed to perform the ceremony. 


That understanding waR reached be- 
tween the prpspcetive,)>ridegroom and 
the Presbyterian pastor about 9 o'clock 
in the morning, after the tobacco man- 
ufacturer and his .bride-to-be had ar- 
rived in this city. 
The law of the District of Columbia 


requires that the'name of the minister 
or marrying justice must appear on tho 
license application and the license be- 
fore It Is issued. Cognizant of 
this 


provision Mi-. Duke, accompanied liy a 
friend, called on Rev. Mr. MacLeod be- 
fore he applied'for his license. 


Having arranged to be married in 


Rev. MacLeod's study at 4 o'clock, Mr. 
Duke procured the license. 
He gave 


his residence and that of Miss Ros- 
chelle as Durham, N. C., his age as 82 
years and hers .as 28. The name of 
Rev. Dr. MacLeod was given as 
the 


marrying clergyman. 
So far the plans 


were running smoothly. 
Later in the day 'some seeker after 


news discovered that Srodie L. Duke, 
the tobacco man, three times married, 
twice divorced and on several 
occa- 


sions involved in marital 
difficulties, 


the chief of which was with the late 
Alice Webb Duke, was to be 
married. 


This fact was.subsequently announced 
to the public- through the newspapers, 
and reporters and photographers gath- 
•red at the First Presbyterian church, 
Half an hour before the appointment, 
Ilev. Mr. MacLeod arrived 
at 
the 


church. He entered his study and a 
few minutes later came out and re- 
quested the camera brigade to leave 
the churchyard. Summoning the re- 
porters he informed them that there 
was to be no wedding. 


"Tho marriage license bureau rec- 


ords show that, you are to marry Brodie 
L. Dulie," was suggested. 


"Well, I am not going to marry him 


lere or anywhere," replied' the minis- 
er somewhat vigorously. 


"Have you refused to marry him on 


the ground Hint he has figured in the 
livorce courts?" 


""Well, that is not for me lo Kay," 


was the reply. "You are a good guess- 
er." 


Subsequently Hev. Mr. MacLeod said 
ic didn't know Mr. Duke and 
that 


vhen he came to him in the morning 
and urged him to perform a marriage1 
ceremony, ho agreed to do HO not hav- 
ng known the applicant's marital his- 
.ory. When he afterward learned the 
'acts he communicated with Mr. Duke 
and informed him that he could 
not 


officiate. A 


The Lime for tho ceremony was then 


Irawing nigh and. In order, for 
Mr. 


Uuke to be married in the District of 
Columbia, it was necessary Jor him to 
procure another minister or justice and 
to file his name on the records at the 
court house.

The plant Is devoted exclusively to 


the manufacture of corduroy and the 
loss by smoke and water is equally as 
great as that by fire. 


Supt. Otto Hockmeyer was on the 


scene shortly after the discovery of the 
fire and he was unable to state just 
how the fire started. 
He estimated 


that the loss to the plant would be be- 
tween $35,000 and $40,000. 
He stated 


that his reason for placing the loss at 
such a large figure is on account of the 
fact that In the section where the loss 
appears to be most complete there were 
five drying machines of delicate tex- 
ture, each valued at $5000, wlitch he 
believes have all.been-totally destroyed.

In a house closed for the summer 


cleanliness Is necessary, as spots on 
fabrics and Oust and dirt on wood at- 
tract household pests. 
If the dirt 


alono were not reason enough for ap- 
plying soap and other cleansing agents 
there Is the added fact that washing 
or airing will exterminate insects. 


It Is not too much to say that every 


Inch of wood which is not in the light 
of day should be washed with ammo- 
nia water and soap. 
All bureau and 


dressing table drawers should be emp- 
tied, wiped carefully with wet cloths 
and then put Into the sun for an hour 
or two to dry and air. Fresh papers 
should be put In, and every article that 


has been In the drawers should be 
shaken and aired. 


The fact that garments are not of a 


material that moths will attack Is no 
reason for omitting tlie precaution of 
shaking them, for there are buffalo 
and other insects that like cotton as 
well as woolen. Lavender Rowers or a 
few drops of oil of lavender in chests 
of drawers act as preventives.

'ASPARAGUS Is one of tho most 


wholesome of tho vegetable foods, 


and the best variety Is the'giant green 
asparagus. 


Asparagus should be boiled gently in 


well salted water, standing if possible 
to save the heads. The shoots tied to- 
gether In one bunch should bo put into 
the pot so that tho water will reach 
about halfway up. 
"When they have 


boiled some ten or fifteen minutes they 
should' be laid on their side so that the 
water covers all when cooked. Served 
with white sauce or with nothing but 
butter if the full asparagus taatc Is 
to be brought out, this makes one of 
the real delicacies of tho table. 
-. Connoisseurs will not cat asparagus 
that has been kept long after it has 
been picked any more than they will 
eat fish not strictly fresh. 
Kept in 


water it may easily decay, just as the 
stems of any plant. 
Tt IB far more 


wholesome to freshen the nsparagus 
with running water or on ice than to 
let it stand in water.

in a house closed for the summer 


cleanliness Is necessary, as spots on 
fabrics and dust and dirt on wood at- 
tract household pests. 
If the dirt 


alone were not reason enough for ap- 
plying soap and other cleansing agents 
there is the added fact that washing 
or airing will exterminate insects. 


It is not too much to say that every 


inch of wood which Is not In the light 
of day should be washed with ammo- 
nia water and soap. 
All bureau and 


dressing table drawers should be emp- 
tied, wiped carefully with wet cloths 
and then put into the sun for an hour 
or two to dry and air. Fresh papers 
should be put in, and every article tiiat 


has been In the drawers should be 
shaken and aired. 


The fact that garments are not of a 


material that moths will attack is no 
reason for omitting the precaution of 
shaking them, for there are buffalo 
and other Insects that like cotton as 
well as woolen. Lavender ilowcrs or n 
few drops of nil of lavender in nhests 
of drawers act as preventives. 


All heavy draperies must be sunned, 


as well as brushed and shaken, before 
being pocked away. If there nre. wool- 
en carpets on the floors nntl the rooms 
are to be darkened special attention 
must be given the floor coverings. For 
example, the carpets should be swept 
and then wiped with a heavy cloth 
wrung out of strong ammonia water. 
Then tho windows must be opened to 


dry the carpets before camphor, tar 
balls or other moth preventives are 
scattered 
over the rugs, 
etc., and 


ground into the nap by walking on the 
balls. 


Closet doors In rooms tightly closed 


must be opened so more air will be 
admitted, anil the retreat is less snug 
I'or 
moths. 
\Vhnte.ver articles

\vra.ppecl In newspaper should be done 
so that no persistent intruder can get 
into them arouml the edges, and tho 
safest way to accomplish this is to 
turn under the edges of tops and sides 
twice before tying tho bundles. 


Rugs are likely to go through the 


warm season In good condition If laid 
flat on the floor, putting plenty of moth 
preventive over the surface an the car- 
pets are treated.

WOODEN VESSELS FOR PLANTS.

Tho vessels are more suitably 
for porch ornaments, retain the mois- 
ture longer, can be painted to match 
porch furnishings and nro not incon- 
venient to handle if handles arc nailed 
on taoh side. Flowers grown In wood- 
en vessels are stronger than thosa 
grown in glazed crocks or tin vessels. 


CARE OF THE HAIR.. 


"p^VERY woman should have several 


combs, graded from coarse to very 


fine. 
These combs should be used in 


tho order of tholr fineness. Some parts 
of the hair being more tangled than 
thfi others, the flno toeth comlnfir in 
contact with thorn before the tangles 
art! rom'ovnil would Invariably be bro-" 
ken. Moreover, the combing would be 
very unevenly done. 


In order to treat the hair properly a 


comb about eight inches long: and sup- 
plied with teeth about one-eighth 6t 
an Inch part la an excellent size to 
begin with. After that a very slightly 
finer one should bo used, followed with 
the next grade, and eo on to the finest 


The best material for combs la tor- 


tolso shell. 
As this is expensive a 


good rubber comb is often used as a 
substitute. 
Co.lluloiil combs 
should 


never be bought, for they are highly 
Inflammable. 


The rubber combs passing through 


tha sllkliko hair become so charged 
with electricity that it the combine is 
done In a dark room one can see the 
electric sparks engendered by the fric- 
tion. It Is the electricity that causes 
the short snapping sounds that on« 
sometimes hears when using o. rubber 
comb. 


The electricity Is very beneficial. Tha 


same effort is being also obtained bj 
the use of a tortoise shell comb. 
It 


holds good of any resinous or vltreoua 
substance. 


A very useful comb Is the so called 


tail comb, so named because of the 
slightly projecting pointed end piec« 
with which it is supplied. This serves 
as a curler for thoso who have natu- 
rally curly hair.
